Farmer in the Country would be afhamed to turn his Hogs 
into, the filthieft of all Animals! It refle€ts indelible 
Scandal and Difgrace upon us, that Perfons accufed of 
Crimes, and that frequently unjuftly, fhould be cooped up 
in Holes and Dungeons, to wait their Day of Trial in the 
Midft of Uncleannefs and Filth! The whole Jail is itfelf a 
Dungeon, and very little better than a fubterraneous one. 
The Side affigned for the Reception of Debtors is as bad as 
that for Criminals, and the Prefs-Yard is but a poor Relief 
for thofe who can pay for it. In a great City like this, 
where Prifoners for Debt and Crimes are many, the Prifons 
Ought to be accommodated with large open Yards for Air, 
contiguous to and communicating with them, with free 
Conveniences of Water.—But I have digrefled, yet I hope 
not unufefully, confidering the Circumftances of the Times. 
If we fhould allow, that the Mortality I have mentioned 
was the Effe€t only of the Fail Difemper, yet it can’t be 
denied, that there is a very malignant Fever fo rife about 
the Town, as to have carried a great many People off in 


“fuch very fhort Periods of Time.as may fhock the Survi- 


vors; and who knows but that it is ftill one and the fame 
Diftemper, and that the Pleafure of the Alamghty was 
that the Inftrument of his Chaftifement fhould take it's 
Rife in a Jail, and that too without mortally affe&ting the 
poor Wretches in Confinement there ? The Ways of 
Heaven are intricate, and far beyond oar little Compre- 
henfion! Oar Iniquities ate y2rious and full, the Scourge of 
Corre€tion inevitab'e, and whe can affign a Period to it’s 
Progrefs ? 

I have, in a former Paper, taken Notice how our pious 
and learned Diocefan difcharged his paftoral Duty, in ad= 
monithing his Flock, with a Tendernefs and Care becoming 
his high Charaéter: But, like the Yews of old, Proof 
againft the Prophet’s Voice, we remain perverfely impeni- 
tent; and again, like the Feqws, reviled him. How has 
his venerable Name and charitable Admonitions been tra- 
duced by the Scurrilities of incompetent Pens? Pamphlets, 
poor onmeaning Pamphlets, #ffued like Swarms of Wafps 
againft him, and treated him with fuch Indignities as can 
hardly be recounted, and is incredible among the real Pro- 
feflors of Chriftianity. Well aware that their own pro- 
fligate Charafters could avail but little to recommend their 
Performances, they have covered themfelves under thofe of 
Innocence and Virtue. The Difguife of Clergymen has 
been affumed for the Occafion, and the Quaker’s plain 
dealing Language borrowed to impofe on the Credulity of 
their Readers. In various Cloathings has the Wolf ap- 
peared to-disfigure the Precepts-of Virtue. 

The Offence which his Lordthip has given among thefe

Name fhould be prefixed to a Libel on Virtue! More Pity 
if yet it fhould remain there without his Difcountenance ! 
And Pity ftill in a further Degree, if he any ways approved 
aud recommended it to the Perufal of the World, as the 
Author in his Vanity mentions in the Preface to his pro- 
fligate Work ! Had the Bifhop been fo polite a Time- 
ferver as to pafs over {uch impious Performances without 
Cenfure, he had been wanting to himfelf and unworthy of 
the Holy Office which the Sanétity of his Manners, his 
Wifdom and Learning fo eminently adorn. No Wonder 
fo many fcurrilous Pens have endeavoured to caft their in- 
fe€tious Stains upon a Charaéter that ftigmatized their fean« 
dalous Labours fo effectually. But his Lordhip, filled 
with the Spirit of Heaven, cried abud and fpared not, 
** The unnatural Lewdnefs, of waich (faid he) we have 
** heard fo much of late, is fomething more than brutifh, 
** and can hardly be mentioned without offending chafte 
** Ears, and yet cannot be paffed over entirely in Silence, 
becaufe of the particular Mark of divine Vengeance fet 
** upon it in the Deftru€tion of Sodom by Fire fromHeaven.” 
The very Mention of this deteftable Vice is fhocking to 
human Nature, and fhakes the very Soul of even great 
Sinners in a lefs Degree. "Tis called Beaftiality in Detefta- 
tion of it, as fomerhing out of Humanity: Bat this is not 
in Character, for Beafts know noth ng ot it. They follow 
Nature, and this Abomination is not within that Compafs, 
It is yet without a Name: What fhall it then be called ? 
There are not Words in our Language expreflive enough of 
the Horror of it. The Villains that pra@lice it can alone 
devife a Name for it ;—~and yet not fo,—let thofe rather 
who deteft and tremble with Horror at it give ita Name, if 
they can raife, or rather debafe, Language deteftably 
enough fignificant of it. Rem Veneream babuit &9 peccatum 
~illud Sodomiticum (inter Chriftianos non nominandum ) fele- 
micé commifit, fay our Forms of Law of it. This thock- 
ing Vice was for fome Time charged as peculiar to Roma 
Catholic Countries, among Convent:, Seminaries, and 
other Societies of Men, where no Women were admitted. 
The Knights Templars have been charged with exercifing it 
in fuch Excefs as caufed their Extirpation throughout 
Europe; tho’ I doubt their Riches contributed not a little 
towards ftirring up the Virtue of their Sovereigns to arraign 
them of a Vice which had probably efcaped Notice, had 
their Wealth been more moderate. But, fince the Re. 
formation, all Proteftant Countries, and more efpecially 
this Ifland, have been by common Confent acquitted of the 
Imputation of it. The good Bifbop, unwilling to believe 
this Nation culpable in that Refpect, modeftly laments, 
** How unhappy is it for this Country, that there thou'd 
«* be any Ground, even for Sufpicion, that thele Vices ar 
** growing to betoocommon.” Would to Heaven there 
wat but Sufpicion only for it! But the Abomination is noto- 
rious: Our Courts of Juftice have had it before them: We 
have feen the filthy Delinquents under Pvnifhment for it: 
’Tis therefore too big to bg.hid under a Bufhel, 


Tho" Death isthe Penalty which our Laws infli€ on thie 
Crime, yet a fimple Deprivation of Life by the Hand of 
Juftice is not adequate to tbe Heinoufnels of it. It delerves

fomethifg more exemplary perfonal. ‘Tis true, our Lawe 








and our Natures abhor Cruelty in Executions ; and were 
Severities of that kind once introduced among us, it might 
{pread and become annexed to Crimes lefs heinous; and yet 
in Cafes of High Treafen the Criminal is to be difmembered 
alive, and his Entrails catt into the Fire before his Eyes; I 
think the Expreflion is fo: And a Woman that murders 
her Hufbind is ¢o be burnt alive. And what is the Abo- 
mination we are fpeaking of but High Trea/on? and that 
too in a higher Degree ttill? Trea/om againit the Majeity 
of Heaven, and Murder of the very Effeace of Procreation! 
—This Subj-ét fwells under my Pen. 
If, from the fhameful Countenance which has been 
given to the abovementioned Libeller of Virtue under fla- 
rant Charaéters of Vice, fome infamous Sodomian fhould 
Sess for the like Succefs in recommending the horrid Ob- 
fcenity under the Difguife of decrying it, this is no more 
than emulating his Predeceffor in a bolder Strain. If, by 
artfully producing an equivocal Paragraph out of his filthy 
MS. {uch a Perfon fhould impofe upon the Credulity and 
Overhurry of a Man tocommit the whole, thro’ the Hands 
of his inexperienced Servants, to the Prefs, and be thereby
